The selec- 
tions were based on coach 
nominations, strength of 
schedule, statistics and 
head-to-head match-ups. 

It came down to a very 
tight three person race for 
softball Player of the Year, 
and after weighing all the 
statistics and factoring in 
their importance to their 
team, Charlevoix’s Chelsie 
Hoffman has been selected 
as the 2012 Player of the 
Year. 

Hoffman, a senior and 
first-basemen by trade, 
made the necessary transi- 
tion to third-base and back- 
up catcher this season for 
the betterment of her team. 
Chelsie is a two-year cap-

.528 with 26 singles, 10 
doubles, a pair of triples. 
She also had 18 RBI’s and 
scored 24 runs. 
She earned all-region in 
Division III this season.

three errors on the season.

represented by Tanner McCune, 
Rainy McCune and Paige Horn- 
beck; Boyne Falls duo of Kristen 
Matelski and Emily Matelski; East 
Jordan’s Valerie Peters, Emily 
Crick and Kara LaVanway; and the 
Ellsworth Lancers Kari Steenwyk 
and Kendra Warner. 

Katie Hybl, a junior and mainstay 
behind the plate batted .540, with 23 
singles, eight doubles and three 
triples. Katie finished with 27 RBI’s 
and scored 25 runs. She had a field- 
ing percentage of .937 and when 
called upon to pitch held opponents 
to a 38.45 ERA. Hybl also earned all- 
region for Division III this season. 

Kristen Mielke, a senior two-year 
captain, batted .308 with 14 singles, 
five doubles and one triple and fin- 
ished with 19 RBI’s. In the circle, 
she went 8-5, with a 2.13 ERA, toss- 
ing 64 innings of ball, while allow- 
ing 25 earned runs. Kristen earned 
all-district in Division III this sea- 
son. 

Boyne City senior Tanner Mc- 
Cune was an important piece of the 
puzzle this season for the Ramblers, 
facing 716 batters this season in the 
circle, walking 39 and striking out 
78. Tanner also hit for a .309 aver- 
age, and held a fielding percentage 
of .849. 

“Tanner was an asset to the team 
both in the circle and at the plate,” 
Rambler coach Sandy Clausen said. 

McCune will be attending Oak- 
land Community College in the fall 
on a basketball scholarship. She 
plans on going into early childhood 
education to become a elementary 
teacher. Tanner will look to con- 
tinue her softball career in the fu- 
ture during summer league play 
because basketball will be front and 
center during the school year. 

“T have two favorite things that 
happened to me this season,” Tan- 
ner said. “One in the begging of the 
season before we had even set foot 
on the field we did some team bond- 
ing, what we did was go on a scav- 
enger all over Boyne City, it was a 
really great way to get to know your 
teammates and it was great for me 
since I was new not only to the team 
but to the coach and program as 
well. (my team won the scavenger 
hunt with Katelyn Banner and 
Brook Fouchia). 

“My second favorite part of my 
season was the district tournament 
we really came together as a team 
and we picked the best time to peak 
and play our best games during 
those few days, and being a senior 
that makes me very proud of every- 
one that they gave it there all be- 
cause I know everyone did.” 

Sophomore Rainy McCune saw a 
ton of action behind the plate for 
the Ramblers and was also an offen- 
sive force for coach Clausen. Rainy 
hit .355 and led Boyne in extra-base- 
hits with 11, three of those inside- 
the-park home runs. She also hit 
.429 with runners in scoring posi- 
tion and had a fielding percentage 
of .882. 

“Rainy was a very solid back- 
stop,” coach Clausen noted. “She 
didn’t allow too many pitches to get 
by.” 

Paige Hornbeck, a freshman bat- 
ted a team-high .363, with 22 RBI’s 
and had a fieldign percentage of 

.958 at first-base. 

“Paige made some really nice 
plays at first for us this year,” coach 
Clausen said. “ She saved a lot of 
would be errors and stepped up and 


hit the ball well for us.” 

Hornbeck will play softball in a 
couple of leagues this summer. “TI 
am working on placing the ball 
when batting,” she noted. “The best 
part of my freshman year was play- 
ing on the varsity and performing 
better than I expected, the sad thing 
about the seniors leaving are how 
close we got and Tanner’s pitching 
will be missed, I dont think we 
would have made it as far as we did 
without her. I also would like to 
thank coach Clausen for helping me 
be a better overall player and being 
competitive in a positive way.” 

Boyne Falls senior catcher Kris- 
ten Matelski led the Loggers with a 
.370 average and 10 RBI’s. She hada 
.722 slugging percentage and a .433 
on-base average and finished with 
10 RBI's. 

Kristen will attend North Central 
Michigan College in the fall to pur- 
sue her associates degree before 
moving onto a University to earn 
her degree in social work. 

“The best part of my senior sea- 
son was bonding with my team and 
having fun together while playing 
the game,” she said. “I will miss my 
team and especially miss being able 
to play with my sister again.” 

Emily Matelski, a sophomore, 
was the Loggers leading pitcher this 
season going 8-6 in the circle with 
an ERA of 4.50. She fanned 43 and 
walked 31. When not pitching, 
Emily played second base. 

At the plate, she hit .351 with 17 
walks an scored 28 runs. Emily fin- 
ished with a .421 slugging % anda 
.500 OBA 

Emily plans on working on her 
pitching over the off-season and 
also looks to get stronger and add 
more velocity to her pitches. 

“The best part of this year was 
making everything fun, we always 
made the best of practice or games 
even if we sometimes didn’t want to 
be there,” she said. “What I will 
miss most is playing with my sister 
because she was a big leader on the 
team and always helped make 
everything fun.” 

East Jordan junior shortstop Va- 
lerie Peters, one of the top perform- 
ers in the area, again helped lead 
the Red Devils this season. Val fin- 
ished with a .484 batting average, 
.600 OBA and had a fielding percent- 
age of .928. As a relief pitcher, she 
posted a 1.46 ERA. One of her high- 
lights this season was a 23 game hit- 
ting streak. Peters earned all-region 
in Division III this season. 

“Val has led our team in batting 
each of her three years on the var- 
sity,” Red Devils coach Meg Kitson 
said. 

Peters will look to improve on her 
already impressive game over the 
next year, hoping to land a softball 
scholarship, as she is contacting 
coaches and will be attending tour- 
naments with college scouts. In the 
meantime, she is looking into Oak- 
land University or Grand Valley 
State as she pursues a career in 
physical therapy. 

“My junior year was the greatest, 
Thad the best team,” Valerie said. 
“We all had such a great time to- 
gether, I also enjoyed hitting this 
year, and I was always excited to be 
up to bat again.” 

Emily Crick, a senior first base- 
men, hit .349 with a .509 OBA and 
fielded her position with a .979 per- 
centage. Emily earned all-district in 
Division III this season. 

Crick will be attending Central 
Michigan University and going into 
secondary education and teach in 
the sciences.

As the 
catcher, she finished with a .882 
fielding percentage and threw out 
10 would be base stealers. 

On the offensive side of things, 
Kara hit .304 for the season with 23 
runs scored, 14 singles, eight dou- 
bles, three triples and 15 RBI’s. 

Kara will be attending Northern 
Michigan University in the fall with 
plans of being a dental hygienist, 
she plans on majoring in general 
university studies with a minor in 
human biology. She is playing sum- 
mer ball and possibly club ball at 
college. 

“The best part of my senior sea- 
son was getting the chance to bond 
with all the girls, and take the 
championship in the Bellaire Soft- 
ball Invitational,” Kara noted. “I’m 
going to miss the group of girls I got 
to play with, and just simply play- 
ing, there are other teams that I'll 
play on but it will never be the 


same, I’ll most likely never get the 
opportunity to catch again.” 

Ellsworth junior Kari Steenwyk 
put up some amazing numbers this 
season, batting .562 with an OBP of 
.579. She pounded out 41 hits (in- 
cluding 14 extra-base hits and two 
home-runs) with 42 RBI’s. 

Steenwyk played a very solid 
shortstop with 63 assists and only 
two errors, and also proved to be a 
team player and caught one game of 
each doubleheader, picking up 14 as- 
sists from the position. 

“Kari is the leader of our team, 
whether she is at shortstop of be- 
hind the plate,” Lancer coach Al 
Gregory said. “She is a true leader 
and her influence on this team goes 
even beyond her outstanding statis- 
tics.” 

Kari will be coaching T-ball in 
Ellsworth this summer and plans 
on playing in the competitive 
Petoskey womens softball league to 
help improve her game. 

“My favorite part of my season 
this year was watching the younger 
girls really improve throughout the 
year and I see bright potential in 
the year to come,” Kari said. 

Lancer junior left fielder, Kendra 
Warner hit .613 with an OBP of .631. 
She hit safely in all of 19 of 
Ellsworth’s regular season games 
this year. Kendra pounded out 38 
hits, scored 25 runs and had 17 
RBIs. 

“Kendra played a flawless left 
field for us this year with no errors, 
34 putouts and seven assists,” coach 
Gregory noted. 


Warner plans on playing slow- 
pitch softball this summer to help 
prepare for the upcoming season. 

“The best part of this season 
would have to be how well our team 
worked together, and how we never 
gave up,” Kendra said. “I’m really 
going to miss our senior class and 
how much they had to offer on our 
team this year.

ORDINANCE NO. 227 


TAX EXEMPTION ORDINANCE 

An Ordinance to provide for a service 
charge in lieu of taxes for a proposed multi- 
ple family dwelling project for persons of low 
income to be financed or assisted pursuant 
to the provisions of the State Housing De- 
velopment Authority Act of 1966, as 
amended. 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: 
SECTION 1. This Ordinance shall be 
known and cited as the “City of East Jordan 
Tax Exemption Ordinance.” 


SECTION 2. Preamble. 

It is acknowledged that it is a proper public 
purpose of the State of Michigan and its po- 
litical subdivisions to provide housing for its 
citizens of low income and to encourage the 
development of such housing by providing 
for a service charge in lieu of property taxes 
in accordance with the State Housing De- 
velopment Authority Act of 1966 (1966 PA 
346, as amended, MCL 125.1401, et seq, 
MSA 116.114(1), et seq). The City is author- 
ized by this Act to establish or change the 
service charge to be paid in lieu of taxes by 
any or all classes of housing exempt from 
taxation under this Act at any amount it 
chooses, not to exceed the taxes that would 
be paid but for this Act. It is further acknowl- 
edged that such housing for persons of low 
income is a public necessity, and as the City 
will be benefitted and improved by such 
housing, the encouragement of the same by 
providing certain real estate tax exemption 
for such housing is a valid public purpose; 
further, that the continuance of the provi- 
sions of this Ordinance for tax exemption 
and the service charge in lieu of taxes dur- 
ing the period contemplated in this Ordi- 
nance are essential to the determination of 
economic feasibility of housing develop- 
ments which are constructed and financed 
in reliance on such tax exemption. 


The City acknowledges that Northern 
Homes Community Development Corpora- 
tion_(the “Sponsor”) has offered, subject to 
receipt of a Section 202 Supportive Housing 
for the Elderly Capital Advance from the US 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, to erect, own and operate a housing 
development identified as Meredith Manor 
on certain property located at 109-113 Mc 
Kenzie Street and 106 Echo Street in the 
City to serve persons of low income, and 
that the Sponsor has offered to pay the City 
on account of this housing development an 
annual service charge for public services in 
lieu of all taxes. 


SECTION 3. Definitions. 

A. Authority means the Michigan State 
Housing Development Authority. 

B. Act means the State Housing Develop- 
ment Authority Act, being Public Act 346 of 
1966 of the State of Michigan, as amended. 
C. Annual Shelter Rent means the total col- 
lections during an agreed annual period 
from all occupants of a housing develop- 
ment representing rent or occupancy 
charges, exclusive of charges for gas, elec- 
tricity, heat, water or sewer furnished to the 
occupants. 

D. Capital Advance means an advance 
made by HUD to the Sponsor for the con- 
struction and/or permanent financing of the 
Housing Development. 

E. Contract Rents are as defined by the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment in regulations promulgated pur- 
suant to the U.S. Housing Act of 1937, as 
amended. 

F. Housing Development means a devel- 
opment which contains a significant element 
of housing for persons of low income and 
such elements of other housing, recre- 
ational, industrial, communal, and educa- 
tional facilities which improves the quality of 
the development as it relates to housing for 
persons of low income. 

G. HUD means the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 

H. Elderly is defined as households where 
all household members are age 62 or older 
and whose household income is equal to or 
less than 50% of the area median income 
as defined by HUD. The definition for elderly 
in this ordinance shall conform to HUD’s 
definition of elderly for Section 202 projects. 
|. Mortgage Loan means a loan to be made 
by the Authority to the Sponsor for the con- 
struction and/or permanent financing of the 
Housing Development. 

J. Utilities mean fuel, water, sanitary sewer 
service and/or electrical service which are 


paid by the Housing Development. 

K. Sponsor means person(s) or entities 
which have applied to the Authority for a 
Mortgage Loan to finance a Housing Devel- 
opment. 


SECTION 4. Class of Housing Develop- 
ments. 

It is determined that the class of Housing 
Developments to which the tax exemption 
shall apply and for which a service charge 
shall be paid in lieu of such taxes shall be 
housing for the Elderly, which are financed 
or assisted pursuant to the Act. It is further 
determined that Meredith Manor is of this 
class. 


SECTION 5. Establishment 
Service Charge. 

The Housing Development identified as 
Meredith Manor and the property on which 
it shall be constructed shall be exempt from 
all property taxes from and after the com- 
mencement of construction. The City ac- 
knowledging that the Sponsor and HUD 
have established the economic feasibility of 
the Housing Development in reliance upon 
the enactment and continuing effect of this 
Ordinance and the qualification of the Hous- 
ing Development for exemption from all 
property taxes and a payment in lieu of 
taxes as established in this Ordinance, and 
in consideration of the Sponsor’s offer, sub- 
ject to receipt of a Capital Advance from 
HUD, to construct, own and operate the 
Housing Development, agrees to accept 
payment of an annual service charge for 
public services in lieu of all property taxes. 
The annual service charge shall be equal to 
10% of the difference between the Annual 
Shelter Rents actually collected and Utilities.

SECTION 6. 
nance. 
Notwithstanding the provisions of section 
15(a)(5) of the Act to the contrary, a contract 
between the City and the Sponsor with HUD 
as third party beneficiary under the contract, 
to provide tax exemption and accept pay- 
ments in lieu of taxes, as previously de- 
scribed, is effectuated by enactment of this 
Ordinance.

SECTION 7. Payment of Service Charge. 
The annual service charge in lieu of taxes 
as determined under the Ordinance shall be 
payable in the same manner as general 
property taxes are payable to the City ex- 
cept that the annual payment shall be paid 
on or before May ‘st of each year. 


SECTION 8. Duration. 

This Ordinance shall remain in effect and 
shall not terminate so long as the Housing 
Development remains subject to income 
and rent restrictions pursuant to Section 202 
Supportive Housing for the Elderly regula- 
tions as administered by HUD; provided, 
that construction of the Housing Develop- 
ment commences within two years from the 
effective date of this Ordinance. 


SECTION 9. Severability. 

The various sections and provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed to be severable, 
and should any section or provision of this 
Ordinance be declared by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction to be unconstitutional or 
invalid the same shall not affect the validity 
of the Ordinance as a whole or any section 
or provision of this Ordinance other than the 
section or provision so declared to be un- 
constitutional or invalid. 


SECTION 10. Effective Date. 


This Ordinance shall become effective on 7 
days after publication as provided in the 
Charter. All ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict with this Ordinance are re- 
pealed to the extent of such conflict.
